10, ANNOUNCED ON BEHALF SAHELIAN COUNTRIES OPENING OF PUBLIC 
US APPEAL TO SUPPLEMENT USG AND OTHER INTERNATIONAL CON- 
TRIBUTIONS TO SAHELIAN DROUGHT VICTIMS. HE EXPRESSED DEEP 
GRATITUDE FOR USG'S "GIGANTIC EFFORT," AND SAID "AS 
IN OTHER INTERNATIONAL EMERGENCIES" WEST AFRICA "ONCE AGAIN 
TURNS TO US". BECAUSE USG CANNOT BE EXPECTED "SOLVE EVERYONE'S 
PROBLEMS, STRICKEN AFRICAN COUNTRIES NOW TURN TO PEOPLE OF 
US." APPEAL BEING COORDINATED BY REV. JESSIE JACKSON, WHO 
STATED EFFORTS COMPLEMENTARY TO THOSE OF WASHINGTON AND 
OTHERS AND AIM IS SECURE CONGRESSIONAL AND OIL COMPANY 
SUPPORT FOR DIGGING WATER WELLS, MOBILIZATION TRANSPORT.

SYG'S PRESS CONFERENCE- 

SYG, AT UN CORRESPONDENTS ASSOCIATION LUNCHEON JULY 10, 

STATED INTER ALIA HE HAD INFO NUMBER OF HEADS OF STATE WILL 
ADDRESS 28TH GA BUT HAD NOT BEEN OFFICIALLY INFORMED OF CHOU 
EN-LAI'S INTENTION TO COME, THOUGH HE WOULD BE MOST WELCOME. 

SYG REITERATED VIEW (SAID HE WAS MISQUOTED IN GENEVA) 

THAT AS FOLLOW-UP TO SC ME DEBATE TALKS UNDER UN AUSPICES 
SHOULD TAKE PLACE IN ORDER TO TRY TO MAKE PROGRESS THROUGH 
QUIET DIPLOMACY. SYG WAS WILLING TO GO TO ME IF HE FELT SITUATION 
APPROPRIATE. NOTING ACC DISCUSSED BUDGETING IN CURRENCIES 
ADDITIONAL TO US DOLLAR, HE EXPLAINED MATTER STILL BEING 
CONSIDERED AND GA WOULD HAVE TO DECIDE ON ANY RECOMMENDATIONS. 
SYG CONFIRMED HE HAD BEEN INFORMALLY INVITED TO ATTEND NON- 
ALIGNED CONFERENCE IN ALGIERS IN SEPTEMBER AND IS CONSIDERING 
ACCEPTING. NON-ALIGNED ROLE IN UN IS VERY IMPORTANT AND VERY 
CONSTRUCTIVE, IN HIS VIEW. 

WALDHEIM DESCRIBED USYG MORSE'S COORDINATING RE- 
SPONSIBILITIES IN SUDANO-SAHELIAN DROUGHT RELIEF AND 
THOUGHT CRUCIAL PROBLEM TRANSPORT. HE WELCOMED REPATRIATION 
OF LIMITED NUMBER OF BENGALIS AS HOPEFUL SIGN AND BELIEVED WHEN 
HUMANITARIAN AND POLITICAL ASPECTS SOLVED BD ADMISSION 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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TO UN WOULD NOT CONSTITUTE FURTHER PROBLEM. IT WAS POSITIVE 
SIGN THAT UNICEF HAD STARTED TO DISCUSS ASSISTANCE TO NORTH VIETNAM. 
HE WOULD WELCOME ENTRY OF BOTH KOREAS INTO UN BUT IT WAS UP 
TO THOSE COUNTRIES TO DECIDE WHETHER THEY WANTED TO BE ADMITTED 
SEPARATELY OR AS UNIFIED STATE. REPORTS BEING RECEIVED ON 
BURUNDI/RWANDA AREA VERY CONTRADICTORY, BUT UN MUST RELY ON 
REPORTS OF ITS OFFICES IN AREA. SYG CONTACTED OAU WHICH 
SAID BURUNDI CONSIDERED PROBLEM INTERNAL MATTER, AND FAR 
AS SYG KNEW UN NOT SO FAR IN POSITION TO INTERVENE DIRECTLY.
